lic through the medium ' Of Impromptu 
debates held lu Strathcona Halt" Ha 
also desired to thank all those who 
had helped In bringing the meeting 
Into being in any way, and particular- 
ly, Principal Peterson, the Daily, and 
the Deans of the different Faculties, 
who had dismissed Classes to enable 
the students to attend the lecture. In 
Introducing Air. Bigelow, Mr. Hyde 
said that he was widely known as a 
traveller and an author, and a stu- 
dent of conditions. In his boyhood, 
he was very Intimate with the pres- 
ent lyaiser, having been his playmate 
for several years. This friendship had 
lasted until the Boer War, and en- 
abled him to see German military and 
naval life from the Inside. 

Mr, Bigelow opened his address in a 
rather humorous strain, suggesting 
that he could remember the time 
when he had to listen to "that kind 
of stuff," and when he used to 
wonder "when that old fussy r body 
was going to stop." Ills opinion ot 
President Wilson was the first thing 
that he aired. The remarks about 
him, as were espected, were anything 
but complimentary. He remarked, 
with reference to the time ho spent 
with Kaiser Wllhelm. that Mr. Hyde 
might have said that the Kaiser would 
have been a great deal worse than he 
Is If he (Mr. Bigelow) had not spent 
those hours with him. 

The Idea of Mr. Bigelow's talk seem* 
ed to be to bring out the differences 
between the way In which England 
and Germany colonised. He charac- 
terized the German methods of to- 
day as being similar to those of the 
Goths and Huns of the fifth century, 
in "lact, he said, "Oonserlc was quite 
a gentleman as compared to the Prus- 
sians of to-day." He went on to de- 
scribe how the methods of the Goths 
reacted, describing the plunder of 
Carthage and their depredations In 
North Africa. In leaving the United 
States, Mr. Bigelow told of an ac- 
quaintance who approached him and 
told him that he should remain In 
the States, as "Americans were hiss- 
ed in Canada." He remarked that he 
would hiss Americans, too, (If he were 
a Canadian). In a humorous way, he 
mentioned the fact that ho expected 
to be called before Congress on his 
return to the States by saying that 
he expected to be investigated by the 
Customs Office and Congress when ha 
went back, apparently implying that 
his recent remarks about the "politi- 
co! bums" who represented the Unit- 
ed States In diplomatic circles were 
the cause of it. 

Returning for a while to his main 
topic, Mr. Bigelow characterlssd the 
downfall of Rome to the Goths as due 
to the fact that the Romans of that 
time had too many "pacifists who did 
not think that the Goths would try 
to plunder the Holy Roman Empire. 
Genserlc died full of honors, but his 
empire did not last a generation af- 
ter his death. This was due to their 
not being à eolonlzlns race. Pointing 
out the parallel, he showed the trinity 
instances of fatter* by the preset.:

The address of the evening will oe 
given by Dr. J. J. O'Neil, who will 
give a talk on "The Canadian Arc- 
tic Stefannson Expedition." 

Dr. O'Neil is especially qualified to 
! speak on this subject, to which every 
one wtih a love of adventure is inter- 
J ested, and is very widely known as a 
J geologist Dr. OtNeil is a McOiU 
graduate to Mining '09. After gradu- 
ating at McGill, he took a post -gradu- 
ate course at Yale, to Geology. Later, 
he became one of the foremost Mc- 
QiU men on the Geological Survey. His 
scientific work brought htm into con- 
tact with Stefannson. with whom, he 
went north. After reaching the Arc. 
tic. he and Stefannson separated. He 
spent two years on the expedition, and 
finally returned last fall. 

His real object in making the ex- 
pedition was to investigate the native 
copper deposits that were along the 
shores of the Arctic. First know 
ledge of these deposits was gained 
from the fact that Eskimos made 
crude copper implements, and they 
had no way of , refining it. The Geo- 
logical Department thought It worth 
while lo send him up there because ;t 
was known that the geology of the 
place was the same as that of the sec 
lion around the enormouB Lake Su- 
perior deposits. Dr. O'Neil was ac« 
companled by Wm. Cox. the son of 
Professor Cox, who acted as the topo- 
grapher of the party. 

He found that a mass of low grade 
copper exists there. His talk will be 
chiefly of this, and the other geologi- 
cal features connected with it. He 
has also agreed to tell something of 
the "Blond Eskimos." His talk will 
be illustrated.

Isn't it about time to banish that popular fallacy that destruc- 
tive criticism never accomplishes anything! On several occasions 
when we have succeeded in getting under someone's skin, or have 
figuratively prodded him in the ribs, the "abused" has come back 
at us with vehemence. Too often his defense centers around an ar- 
gument that our criticism has been purely destructive, and should be 
ruled out as useless and indefensible accordingly. 

Granting that the ideal criticism is constructive, isn't there still 
a place for some destructive criticism oocasionallyf If an eyesore 
5n the shape of an old, dilapidated building occupied a prominent 
corner in the student district, there would be a demand that it be 
torn down— but to be consistent we should let the building stand 
until we are ready to replace it with a beautiful edifice, an asset to 
the city, a wonderful example of the architect's skill. To tear it 
down would be destructive, and there is no place for purely destruc 
activities. 

In divers ways and by divers means we have attacked certain 
institutions, systems and customs which were not entirely whole- 
some in our way of thinking. We have not always been able to 
present substitutes which would be an improvement over the old 
system. But should we refrain from attacking the bad, seeking to 
destroy it, simply because we have nothing better to offer in its 
place?

Huss was a disciple of Wycllffe, and { 
an eminent scholar. In 1409 he was 
Rector of the University of Prague, 
and at the same time an evangelical 
preacher of great power," who denied 
the established authority of the 
Church. Ills doctrines were adopted 
by his countrymen, and soon became 
a rallying point of Ciechlsh national 
feeling." At the Council of Constance 
in 1415, Huss was condemned to die 
at the stake. In the course of the long 
strife that ensued, and in which the 
Roman Church and the Germans were 
alllod against Bohemia, the Czechs 
displayed splendid valour. From 1420 
to 1431 they were even on the offen- 
sive, and carried the war Into their 
enemies' territory. 

But theological discussions arose 
among their leaders, and the national 
cause perished through civil war. 

In 1628, after the Turkish victory ot 
Mohacs, Bohemia became subject to 
the house of Hapsburg. At the -same 
ttme the country had been largely af- 
fected by Calvinlsmi and Lutheran- 
Ism, which were spreading in Westerti 
Europe, and during the Thirty Years' 
War which raged from 1618 to 1648, 
Bohemia suffered more than uny ot't- 
er part of Europe. In 1619, at the 
battle of the White Mountain. Bo- 
.lemla. which had proclaimed Us .n. 
dependence, was brought uaca again 
under the rule of the Hapsburgs. Sin- 
gularly enough the war ended at 
Prague, where It had taken its start.

Each person to employed being 
provided with a strong sharp knife, proceeds alone the respective rows of 
plants, and selects only such plants as appear fully ripe, leaving the rest 
a short time longer. After being cut, a half dozen leaves are spiked on a stick 
set in the earth so that the leaves will wilt This requires from 4 to 5 hours 
during favorable weather and then the crop is hauled to the drying bam.

in yesterday's lecture of tho "Eu- 
ropo at War" series/ Dr. Colby took 
up tho question of Bohemia. 

Introducing his "subject, tiio lectur- 
er showed that Bohemia, on princi- 
ples of nationality and democracy, Is 
as much entitled to its "separate and 
sovereign Independence" as is any 
other country, and one of tho most 
important tasks of tho coming peace 
congress will bo tho re-establishment 
of a Czech state with a population 
of at least If «00,000, 

Bohemia's situation fn tho heart of 
Europo Is of extreme importance; it Is 
a Slav wedge thrust Into tho Ger- 
manic domain,— almost separating tho 
north from tho south, Berlin from 
Vienna. The future state of Bo- 
hemia, however; will not comprise tho 
administrative Austrian province of 
tho name only; it will include also 
Moravia, Austrian Silesia, and a por- 
tion of Hungary inhabited by 2,000,- 
000 Slovaks. This would form a Stito 
with an area of about 40,000 square 
miles, and almost entirely surrounded 
with natural frontiers in the form «.f 
mountain ranges. This new State 
would have every chance of soon be- 
coming ono of the most prosperous 
In Europe, since It would include re- 
gions densely populated and rich tn 
forests, plough lands, minerals, and 
other natural resources. ' The history 
of the Czechs, • moreover, proves thai 
they v possess very remarkahlo quali- 
ties— being progressiva,, determined, 
and capable of high culture — al- 
though they have not yet "proved 
themselves to be possessed of any 
strong talent for political organisa, 
tlon." 

Touching upon tho past history of 
tho Czechs, Dr. Colby said that their 
origin was obscure, but that they 
wcro probably descended partially 
from a Celtic tribe known as tho Bol} 
and partly from the Slavonic Czechs, 
who Invaded the country from Gall- 
ela during the early part of tho Dark 
Ages. 

The Czechs had their time of poli- 
tical greatness under Ottocar II., in 
the middle part of the 13th Century. 
This was a period of complete anar- 
chy in German affairs, — "the time par 
excellence of Faustrecht." Taking 
advantage of this, Ottocar built up a 
state extending from Saxony to the 
Adriatic. Organized by Rudolph of 
Hapsburg (the first Emperor of. that 
famous house), the Germans began a 
crusade against the Czechs. At the 
hattle of Durnknit, Rudolph, sup- 
ported by Frederick of Hohenzollern, 
enmhi 

who had to glvo up their Danubian 
and Adriatic provinces. This marks

./? WrPSburg. for Rudolph kept for

"Tha Open Mind." 

Prof. John Dewey, of Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York, gave a brief but 
interesting address to the students 
und Btaff of Macdonald College on 
Sunday morning, February 4, In the 
Assembly Hall, dealing with the topic: 
"The Open Mind." 
In Introducing the speaker. Dr. 

referred to Dr. Dewey's 



comparatively young in years to have 
an old mind. 

The open mind menus, then, the ca- 
pacity for continued growth. In the 
study of plant life we have found that 
the plant is alive only wheti it is 
growing at some point. When this 
power ceases, death follows. Similar- 
ly, we must make mental progress or 
the result will be intellectual deatn. 
This progress is not solely obtained 
from books. It comes from acquaint- 
ance with and interest in the work of 
others outside of our own sphere of 
effort. 

A mechanic operating a machine 
soon tends to have his work becqme 
mechanical, and hence he becomes 
mentally narrow. If he should cul- 
tivate the proper type of open mind 
he would find that even the underly- 
ing principles of mathematics and 
physics upon which the machine he 
operates Is based, have a wide appli- 
cation and close connection with many 
phases of the world's work. If he so 
desired he might also learn that his 
work connects up with the rest of the 
world through Us geography and so- 
cial relations. All this goes to show 
how broad a background there Is even 
to the doing of a very narrow thing. 

Without increasing interests wp nro 
all bound to become narrower. These 
interests are based upon our mental 
processes and are subject to the law 
of habit. We can form correct hab- 
its of Imagining in the same way as 
we form habits of action. A pres- 
ent thought does not end in itself. It 
helps to form a groove along which 
subsequent thinking wil tend to fol- 
low. The open mind will thus select 
the right kind of ideas— those that 
add to one's Interests In life,— those 
which give us greater breadth and 
sympathy with all human interests 
that promote the general welfare— 
In a word, those which lead to un- 
selfishness and thus to true happi- 
ness. 

Teachers Entertain. 

On Saturday night, in the Women's 
Gymnasium, Section C. Teachers re- 
ceived their friends from among the 
faculty and students. The event, 
planned to be a snow Khoe tramp, was 
changed at the last minute to an in- 
door evening as a result of the ex- 
treme bitterness of the weather.

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Education in Chicago University, lat-

dress by a brief reference to the 
pleasure he experienced in meeting 
several members of the Macdonald 
staff whom he had previously met at 
Chicago and Columbia. He was nlso 
reminded that one of his earliest lit- 
erary efforts was undertaken in con- 
junction with a Canadian author, Dr. 
McLellan. 

The speaker pointed out that each 
Individual was placed in charge of 
the most complicated piece of machin- 
ery in existence — the human mind, it 
becomes necessary, therefore, that we 
learn what we can concerning the 
proper management and control .it 
this highly specialized machine. 

Skilled mechanics are placed In 
charge of locomotives and engines of 
various kinds, but the human mind Is 
largely permitted to adjust and con- 
trol Its own operations. Thus, when 
a "smash-up" occurs, we are too of- 
ten Inclined to blame the "road" or 
some local condition, rather than tho 
lack of control of our mental make- 
up. 

In explanation of the term "The 
Open Mind," Dr. Dewey quoted from 
Prof. James when he stated that 
"Everybody comes to a certain demi- 
line of growth, beyond which ho can- 
not entertain uny new Ideas." The 
age at which this stage is ordinarily 
reached was erroneously plnced by 
Prof. James at 45. The speaker felt 
that It was Just as possible for one to 
preserve intellectual ns it was to re- 
tain physical youth. On the other 
hand, It Is equally possible for one
